A misconception aa to supplies of 


finished stetl has arisen from re!er- 
ence to rates oC ingot production. By 
reason of a great tfeal of coke, stilled 
eoroutc for a long time, having aaov- 
ed forward to blast furnaces, thr. pro- 
duction, of pig iron has been much 
heavier in the past fortnight, and steel 
mills have as a rule 
preferred"' to 


carry the material through to the in- 
got form, the ingots being stocked. 
Thus production "f ingots has In- 
creased much more than production 
arid shipments of finished steel. 


Shipping conditions at steel mills do 


not reflec. in large measure the im- 
provement that has come to railroad 
operation with good weather, for two 
reasons. First, the railroads have ad- 
dressed themselves to clearing 
the 


congestion of loaded freight, 
rather 


than to the furnishing of more empty 
cars to shippers 'in general. 
Second, 


there has been brought about a par- 
ticularly heavy movement of 
food- 


stuffs to seaboard, 
engaging more 


railroad capacity than will continu- 
ously be required. 


In the circumstances, a sharp in- 


crease in the production and shipment 
of finishe' sleel -products in the next 
two or three weeks is in prospect 
tjarring blizzards atid fioods, and the 
farther sighted are beginning to rea- 
lize that perhaps in a short time there 
rill be a plentiful supply of steel in 
many forms.

This was the particular ob- 
ject, of - Fuel' Administrator Oarneld's 
comment upon, the'results which fol- 
lowed- the closing order making Mon- 
days fnelless. At the same time the 
experience of the authorities has been 
that hs-e and th-ere aro found persons 
who are disposed to iake advantage of 
the situation through seeming to' obey 
the new rules while in reality they 
ire systematically" disregarding them. 
To meet such eases penalties were 


tenaciously inclined toward the belief 
that peace would come than it has to- 
ward the fact that the war must to go 
until Kaiserism is dethroned. 


"CJn.usual significance attaches to 


the fact," says the dispatches, "that 
the administration has decided to be- 
gin drafting the second increment ot 
th'e National Army in May.

is.rather late to infer "the serious 
need of American troops as fast as 
they can be mustered and trained." 
This need has existed from the very 
clay, when two and one-half years ago, 
Germanj committed her first act of 
aggression against t^he United States,

FOOD HO<VB1>XN'G. 


Tho edict of the Food Administra- 


tion having gone forth 
that 
Hour 


hoarders must divide their 
supplies 


with those who have none, and that 
consumers must refrain from buying 
so. long as they have a supply on hand, 
the term "hoarder" is acquiring such 
a meaning that few housewives will 
relish having it applied to them. 


As the Philadelphia Ledger, observes, 


"in the ordinary dictionary definitions 
of the term to hoard there is nothing 
to justify the opprobrium that is now- 
adays attached.to it; a new meaning 
has been given it, growing out 
of 


ecfcnoniic conditions that are also new 
to the majority of-the present genera- 
tion. It implies today the accumula- 
tion, of stores of food or of fuel in ex- 
cess oC immediate needs, with the re- 
sult oC increasing the scarcity 
and 


hence the hardships of those who 
neglected or .were unable to1 stock up 
in times of plenty. 


. "It ia grossly unjust, however, to in- 
clude in the category of 'hoarders' 
those who bought Erad stored supplies 
sufficient for the winter at 
a time 


when no shortage existed.. 
There 


can be no just reproach against the 
thrifty housewife who buys soap, salt 
and sugar-and other staple groceri-es 
and "w-lio lays in stores of .canned fruits 
and vegetables, in anticipation of the 
period when the hand-to-mouth trade 
shall make deliveries f' difficult 
and 


prices high. It is the panicky buying 
at the first hint of scarcity of this or 
that commodity, far in excess of any 
immediate or reasonable need, that 
makes the trouble, and it is this prac- 
tice which is to be discouraged. When 
an actual shortage orists is hot the 
time to hoard-; when tnere is no short- 
age hoarding in reason Is'practice to 
be encouraged:"-
